NEW Lokk, September 7.— Under date of 
Washington, D. C., September 4, the WORLD 
to-day publishes over the signature of Ballard 
Smith, news editor ofthe WORLD, the follow- 
ing lengthy interview with President Cleve- 
land: 

I have had, during the past few days, a series 
of long and interesting conversations with the 
President, the substance of which in their re- 
lation to certain public questions, he has since 
consented shall be used for publication in the 
WORLD. The immediate object of my visit to 
Washington was to deliver a message from 
Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, editor ofthe WORLD, to 
President Cleveland touching the matter of 
his recent instructions tothe Pacific Railroad 


Commissioners at San Francisco. It 
will be remembered that when 
the commissioners telegraphed the 


President recommending the employment of 
additional counsel to argue the question of 
whether the commissioners had the right to 
compel witnesses to answer, the Associated 
Press dispatches reported that the President 
simply replled that they should use their own 
discretion. The WORLD sought unsuccess- 
fully through its correspondents at Washing- 
ton and San Francisco to obtain an exact copy 
of the President’s reply. The application was 
denied, both atthe White House and by the 
commissioners. The WORLD, assuming, 
therefore, that the Associated Press spoke by 
authority, commented on the action of the 
President in not meeting more directly the 
suggestion of the commissioners. Some days 
afterward the President gave out the text 
of his reply and the WORLD as promptly 
expressed its regret that it had been 
led into criticism when it should, as the Presi- 
dent’s published telegram fully warranted, 
have commended the emphasis of his response 
to the suggestion of the commissioners. At 
the same time that the President furnished his 
reply to the press he was represented to bave 
referred to the WORLD as an ‘‘opposition 
newspaper, and to misrepresentations of 
which he was reported to have said it had been 
guilty in regard to him. I was instructed by 
Mr. Pulitzer to express verbally to the Presi- 
dent his regret at the mistake alluded to; to say 
that while the editor of the WORLD criticised 
frankly what he believed to be wrong in party 
or President, as in any other organization, 
community or individual, be was more than 
ready to give his warmest advocacy to every 
act of any person or organization which was 
in the interest of the people. I was also in- 
structed to ask why, if he was correctly re- 
ported, he considered the WORLD an oppo- 
sition newspaper,’’ and what were the occa- 
sions wherein he had been misrepresented 
by it. 
THE CALL AT OAKVIEW. 

I found that the President was at Oakview, 
his country place on the Tenallytown road, 
some three miles out from the White House. 
The messenger who carried my note to him, 
met him in the grounds surrounding the 
house, a broad- brimmed straw hat on his head, 
helping the gardener at work on some shrub- 
bery. Hesent word that be would be giad to 
see me that afternoon. It had happened that 
I had seen a great deal of Mr. Cleveland as 
Mayor of Buffalo and as Governor. It had 
been my fortune to be with bim at several 
very notable occasions in his public career, 
and as a newspaper man to have been able to 
secure expression of his views on the public 
questions then involved. These included an 
interview with him on the night of his nomi- 
nation as Governor, another after he had 
sent into the State Senate at Albany that most

city, . but the house is on such & 
commanding eminence that all of Wash- 
ington is disclosed to the eye, the 


grand dome and Capitol in the very center, 
the monument marking the right limit, and 
the big Government buildings ‘‘beyond the 
eastern branch,’’ the left. With the fine fleld- 
Klass which the President handed me I could 
locate nearly every conspicuous private resi- 
dence as well as public building in the city. 
Between city and house was a most charming 
vista, inclosed on both sides by what seemed | 
almost a continuous avenue of trees and with 
many undulations of country in the miles that 
intervened. The property was a partof the 
original Green estate, a famous one since 
colonial days. It was a daughter of this 
family ho, twenty-five years ago, married 
the son of that hapless Emperor, Iturbide, 
whom Santa Auna shot to death after his 
successful overthrow of Spanish rule in 
Mexico, and brief assumption of imperial 
power. Her son, in turn, an infant, was 
adopted as heir by the still more hapless Max- 
iamilian and after the execution of that second 
usurper, was brought back here after many 
perils to himself and mother, partly educated 
at the Georgetown College and partly with the 
voung Napoleon at Woolwich. His estates in 
Mexico were lately restoredto him and the 
young Prince is now,I believe, in New York. 
Eight years ago it was my privilege to meet 
Mme. Iturbide at the old mansion, which 1 
learned from the President was only a little dis- 
tance from his house. She was a stately 
and worthy daughter of a distinguished 
family. She took me out toacertain pointon 
the crestof a hill, and showed me much the 
same view as that which the President had 
just indicated, but not so comprehensive nor 
so well defined. It was while standing on that 
same spot, Mme. Iturbide said, that Wash- 
ington selected the site of the city to be 
named for him. He, with Lenfant, the French 
engineer, wasona visit toher grandfather, 
and the view wasso engaging that he made 
his decision on the instant. 

The President has added a picturesque roof 
and tower to the old square house, 
a long L for the kitchen and other 
domestic offices and has builta portico about 
two sides of the main building, with a porte 
cochere on the third. The trees are very fine, 
a considerable grove of oaks and several splen- 
did specimens scattered about the grounds 
giving a part ot its name to the place. There 
is a single beautiful pine over to the right, ot a 
species peculiar and not known to me, which 
Mrs. Cleveland, who came down at this mo- 
ment, said was her tree. Certainly, if its 
grace and singular beauty among its step- 
sisters led Cleveland to select this as particu- 
larly his wife’s, bis enthusiasm may be easily 
understood. 

THE FIRST INTERVIEW. 

The President had dismissed my carriage, 
saying that he would drive me in later. At9 
o’clock we went up tothe second gallery of 
the portico, and here there wasanew phase 
of the view. Washington lay like a phantom 
city seemingly only a little way below us. 
The slight mist that had arisen veiled its 
lights and structures, exceptthat the moon, 
exactly at its full, poured its radiance upon 
that grand dome, environed it about with 
white light and touched with euch less protu- 
sion the outlines of the Capitol itself, that the 
dome seemed as though hung in the sky. I 
had already told Mr. Cleveland the object of 
my visit and we had talked somewhat of his 
experiences as President. Inow gave him 
Mr. Pulitzer’s message explicitly, and he said: 

„fully appreciate the valuable work the 
WORLD has done in the reformation of abuses 
in New York and its effortsinso many direc- 
tins in bebalf of the people. But I have seen 
in the WORLD with regretand surprise a dis- 
position at times to throw obstacles in the way 
of my efforts to establish civil-service reforms 
so firmly that there can never be a return to 
the old pernicious methods, although seem- 
ing to be its friend. Irefertothe republish- 
ing of the comments of newspapers hostile to 
me and my purpose, often Kepublican news- 
papers, and thus giving carrency through 
the great circulation of the WORLD to 
carping attacks which otherwise would 
be limited to the small and local 
circulations of the jcurnals in which they 
firstappeared. No manin the country can 
know the embarrassments and the perplexi- 
ties which have surrounded mein attempting 
to amend the condition of public affairs. With 
these limitations to the immediate successful 
accomplishment of my purpose, but guided 
by every light possible to be made available, 
I know I am trying to bring about the remedy 
without the least personal ambition or intent, 
notwithstanding the natural aggravation 
which I have felt in noting the apparent dis- 
position against me personally and seeing 
the desire of Mr. Pulitzer, through the 
WoRLD, to ald in the same direction. 
But the fact is, I am necessarily the 
person now to bring this reform about, and 
is there any better way to secure the accom- 
plishment of the reform than by helping me 
now to accomplish it if he believes me honest 
The man who holds the reins 
is the one to whom those who are interested 
in the safe termination of the journey must of 
necessity trust 
MR. PULITZER ASKED NO FAVORS. 


„„ Rut, I said, you have been quoted in 
some newspapersas having attributed this al- 
leged unfriendliness to Mr. Pulitzer’s failure 
to secure from you the appointment of Mr. 
Charles Gibson to a certain foreign mission. 
Will you please state exactly the facts in that 
case?’’ 

In the earlier part of my term I did receive 
from Mr. Pulitzera telegram indorsing that 
appointment. Mr. Gibson was, I think, Mr. 
Pulitzer’s attorney in St. Louis and presum- 
ably a personal friend. It was a natural in- 
dorsement for him to make. I could not make 
the appointment and so frankly told Mr. Pu- 
litzer in a long and cordial conversation which 
we had together here a yearorso afterwards, 
when he dined with me, and long after the

suitable place for & summer home,

fences. It is admirably arranged, bearing a8 
every turn evidences of Mrs. Cleveland’s 
taste in decorations, in pictures, and in books. 
It is, I believe, the first ‘‘home’’ the Presi- 
dent bas ever had,and there is a contrast very 
marked, even to my own unpractised eve, be- 
tween this home with a wife to illuminate and 
to dignify it, and the bachelor quarters in 
which I had first known Mr. Cleveland in 
Buffaio. The President spoke of this prop- 
erty as an excellent investment, and intimated 
that after a time he might be willing to sell 6. 
It has been generally stated that he had 
changed his residence as & voter from 
Buffalo to Washington with the presumable 
intent of making the Capital City his future 
home. However this may be, it did not 
appear to me that he regarded his residence 
at Oakview a permanent one. He mentioned 
a curious fact to me in this connection, that a 
correspondent in New York State had recently 
written to him that while there were many 
bundreds of post-offices and private estates 
in this country and England, the names of 
which were made up of Oak, in combina- 
tion with other words, only the President’s 
country place had the particular combination 
‘*‘Oakview.’’ 

It was now nearly 10 0’clock in the evening, 
and Mr. Cleveland said that he had much work 
to do at the White House, which would keep 
him at his desk the greater part of the night, 
and that he must be going. The open car- 
riage was sent for and Mrs. Cleveland said to 
the President that she would drive infor him 
the next day. Mr. Cleveland told her to be 
sure to be in time for lunch, and we drove 
away. I may be pardoned for saying that no 
two persons in this broad land seem more 
happy in each other than the Chief Executive 
of our 60,000,000 of people, and his beautiful 
and accomplished wife. The road to Wash- 
ington from Oakview, by way partly through 
a wooded lane and into Sixteenth street, is the 
prettiest about the city. 


THE PACIFIC COMMISSION. 

Our conversation naturally began with a ret 
erence to the Pacific Kailroad Commission, 
and the work it hasdone. The President said 
that while he had not personally examined in- 
to the law, nor yet had opportunity to read 
the decision of the Federal Court of California, 
declaring that under the act of Congress estab- 
lishing the Commission that body had not 
judictal power to compel witnesses to answer 
questions, he was very glad that the issue had 
not been raised until at so edvanced a stage of 
the inquiry. Much valuable informatiog had 
already been obtained. 

The appointment of the Commission g he 
said, ‘‘was a matt . ven very dusus 
thought and oonSUd Hu with me. 1 think 
the energy, tact, good judgment and fidelity 
of the three members have shown it to be an 
ideal Commission. WhenlI first sounded Mr. 
Pattison of Pennsylvania, as to the appoint- 
ment, he begged that he be relieved of the 
duty. It would bea serious interruption, he 
said, to his professional engageménts, and 
the duty could only be undertaken by bim ata 
very grave loss to him personally. He 
recognized his duty as a citizen and his ob- 
ligation to make any sacrifice if called on to da 
so, but he hoped in this instance that I would 
find myself able to relieve him. This 
is the disposition towards accepting office 
which we should all be glad to see—the willing- 
ness to assume its responsibilities if impera- 
tively called on to doso, but not seeking or 
desiring office. I know that this was the dis- 
position of all three members of the Pacific 
Railroad Commission, end it was a guarante« 
of their faithfulness in performing its duties. 
I let Mr. Pattison go home without any assur- 
ance one way or the other, and when the time 
came for Mr. Pattison and Mr. Anderson to be 
notified of their appointment, I sent for them 
separately to come to Washington and had 
them meet, without the knowledge of either, 
in a room at the White House. Then I ex- 
plained to them what I wanted, and what L 
conceived to be their obligation to the people 
and leit them alone. They deliberated to- 
gether for an bour or so and when I came back 
they were ready to begin their duties at once.

THE LOCAL OPTION ELECTIONS HELD IN 
MISSOURI YESTERDAY. 


Numerous Victories Won by the Temperance 
People—The Ladies Work Hard for the 
Success of the Dry Ticket—Local Option 
Carried in Polk, Crawford, Mississippi, 
Sullivan, Atchison and Other Counties— 
De Kalb County in Doubt—The Liquor 
Men Win in Andrew and Callaway—in- 
complete Returns—A Prominent Yrohi- 
bitionist’s Opinion. 


For the countrymen who bave had enough of 
the drouth the past season yesterday was a 
bad day. Local option was voted on in many 
counties of the State and the general view of 
the result is that the dry men won the day. 
This is the first election having anything of 
the nature of a general expression of opinion 
since Judge Noonan’s decision in the St. Louis 
Sunday law case, which decision the Prohibi- 
tionists claimed would so arouse the country 
as to make prvhibition victorious. Con- 
sequently, the cold-water people looked for- 
ward to yesterday with much interest, like a 
weather observer who keeps his eye on the 
wind vane to see which way the wind is 
going to blow after a calm. 

* BEAUTY WITH BALLOTS. 

The polling was very quietly done, and in 
some places was remarkable for the large 
number of women who were out as ‘‘poll- 
workers.’’

workers of the Woman's Christian Tem- 


perance Union to the Baptist Church, from 
which the women, accompanied A scores of 
boys and girls, marched to the polis. To see 
such a procession moving out of the church 
caused a spectator to stop and reflect on how 
the temperance cause is making use of every 
agency. As the head of the line reached the 
open air it was seen that banners were carried 
with all sorts of mottoes and ap- 
peals to voters to vote against liquor. 
When the procession reached the Court- house 
an organ was placed on the sidewalk and gos- 
pel hymns were sung at intervals by the chil- 
dren. Two ladies stood ateach polling place 
and watched every baliot putin. The liquor 
forces were well organized and stubbornly 
contested the field, but the township went for 
local option by a majority of 80in a total vote 
of 765. The resultin the county will be close, 
as the temperance people were not so well or- 
ganized outside of Bolivar. 
NOT A PARTY. QUESTION, 

At Steeleville, Crawford County, the W. C. 
T. U. was on hand with the usual banners and 
accessories of their political warfare. Long 
tables werespread in the Court-house yard, 
and a delightful repast of provisions and fruits 
was made accessible tothe voters. Prominent 
men of both political parties assisted the 
ladies, The liquor men started out vigorously 
inthe morning, but by noon were wiped out, 
and practicaliy gave up the fight at that hour.

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WHAT THEY MEAN. 


Significance of Yesterday’s Elections, as 
Viewed by a Prohibitionist. 


William O. Wilson, President of the Missouri 
Prohibition Society, said of yesterday's eleo- 
tions to-day: ‘‘They were the hand-writing 
on the wall. The Wood lIocal-option law 
la the strictest prohibitory law ever passed. 
It was passed at last winter’s session-of the 
Legislature’ as asopto the temperance peo- 
ple.

roost. The bill absolutely prohibits the sale 
or giving away of any beverage containing 
alcobol in any extent and does not 
allow druggists to sell wine even for 
medicinal purposes. They can sell alcoho! 
for medicine, but only pure alcohol, no 
whisky nor brandy. The method f voting on 
this local option bill is not clearly under- 
stood. Towns and counties can vote 
separately. That is, the law says that 
any town having a population of 
2,000 or more Can vote on the question by itself, 
the election being called on the presentation 
mt apetition signed by one-tenth of the last 
registered vote. When a county has no town 
of that size, the whole county votes together. 
; GREAT EXPECTATIONS. 

Up to yesterduy there had been election in 
sixteen counties and towns, and local option 
had carried in every instance. Yesterday one 
or two counties were left doubtful, and may 
go against us.

There are two meetings of railroad men 
to-day of considerable importance, one at 
Chicago and the other at Kansas City. The 
Chicago meeting is the regular session of the 
Western States’ Passenger Association, but it 
has some difficult business before it. This is 
the war which has recently been inaugurated 
on rates between Kansas City and Chicago. 
The war arose out of the harvest ex- 


cursions. The excursion tickets were 
und and ten in to keep the 
scalpers from using them to their advantage.

This point, in order to 
ward off the City scalpers, was always 
fixed at fifty miles at least 11 Kansas 
City.

The Chicago & Alton, however, issued 
their tickets in accordance with the old form 
and notthe new. The old form made Kansas 
City or anywhere else the purchaser 
chose the ‘destination point, and had 
no rovisions as to when the ticket 
should be used within the thirty days of limit. 
This was practically throwing the rate open to 
the public and the scalpers, who can make the 
one-way tickets anywhere over $6 and make 
profit. The Alton claimed that the mistake! 
the tickets occurred through the blunder o 
a clerk. It is not stated how much the salary 
of the clerk was Inereased. ' 

In order to cnt the scalpers out and meet 
this trick the Wabash announced a rate of $6 
to Kansas City, and was followed 
by the other roads and then the 
rate was made the same from Western 
points to Chicago, which constitutes a com- 
plete demoralization of rates. It affects not 
only the rates west from Chicago, but the 
rates east as this rate must be met by all East- 
ern roads not running into Chicago. As a mat- 
ter of fact the Eastern roads have sent out 
notices to their Western connections to quote 
the $6 rate to Chicago over their lines in order 
to meet the Chicago rates. 

There is still another view of it as affecting 
St. Louis. The rate between St. Louis and 
Kansas City one way is $7.50, which ts $1.50 
higher than the Chicago rate. This brings St. 
Louls into great disadvantage as compared 
with Chicago in Kansas territory. The ineet- 
ing at Chicago will endeavor to patch up a 
truce of some kind or to equalize rates until 
the ten days have passed during which no ad- 
vance can be made. For this time demorali- 
zation rules but the scalpers will be cut out of 
their business. 

The Wabash Western to-day announced a 
rate of $ to Kansas City. The other roads 
claimed that they were w ing forinstructions 
from Chicago, but they must follow suit.

Preparations to Accommodate the Rush of 
Travelers During the Encampment.

KILLED IN A FIGHT. 


The Death of Amadee Jones, the Negro Is 
Explained. 


Officer Tom Farrell of the Third District 
called at the Morgue yesterday and identified 
the body of A. Jones, the negro who died at 
the City Hospital, Monday afternoon, as 
Amadee Jones, a worthless character who 
infeated Clabber alley and other negro haunts 
in that quarter ofthe city. Farrell says that 
Jones was a hard drinker and swept out stores 
and helped unload ice for whisky. He had no 
settled place of abode, but slept around in 


cellars, sheds, etc. Dr. Bransford 
Lewis, Acting Superintendent of the 
City Hospital, stated that Jones was 


admitted to the hospital at 10:80 . m. Monday 
and gave his name as A. Jones, and residence 
as 1606 North Seventh street. He stated that 
he nad been struck in the left eye with a 
broomstick on the afternoon of Saturday, 
September3. The lids of the eye were swollen 
80 badly that the eye was closed. There was 
an external wound a half inch in length, ex- 
tending from the corner of the eye, and on 
opening the lids it was found that the ball of 
the eye was ruptured below the coating. 
Jones was entirely rational, und his injury 
was rot thought to be dangerous. He was 
ordered to bed and cold compresses ap- 
plied to his eye. Contrary to oders 
the patient got up and walked about 
the porch. When next seen he was in bed 
groaning and gasping for breath. All efforts 
to resture him proved unavailing and Jones 
died at 8:80 in the afternoon. The cause of 
death Dr. Lewis could not give. 

To-day the ice learned that Jones had a 
fight last Sunday morning at Dan Sullivan's 
saloon on Seventh and Wash streets with 
another negro, and the man struck him over 
the head with a club or stick of some kind. 
The police aré now after the man who had the 
fight with Jones. It is possible that the post- 
mortein examination may show that the 
negro did not die of this jajury to his eye, but 
from some other cause,

THE BARD. 


Care and Expense Demanded by a Sick Race 
Horse. 


New York Correspondence Philadelphia Press. 
Iwent down to the Monmouth Park Race 
Track to-day to have a look at A. J. Cassatt’s 
famous race horse, The Bard, who has been 
as close to death as possible without closing 
his eyes forever. He is mending now, and 
Trainer Huggins, who isin charge of the sta- 
bles, told me that unless blood-poisoning set 
in The Bard will take his old place at the head 
of the Cassatt stables. The abscess has been 
lanced and is apparently healing; but, of 
course, there is still danger that it might 


run into his blood and thus poison him. The 
light congestion of the bowels from which he 
suffered bas passed away and the only medi- 
cine thatis given him isatonic consisting of 
quinine, iron and zentian. He takes almost 
sixty grains of quinineaday. His tempera- 
ture is almost normal at100% add his pulse 
seldom goes above 46, while from 42 co 4 is 
normal. The only food he takes is a soft bran 
mashand apples. He likes the apples best, 
and makes forthem as soon as the iad enters 
his box. 

The sick horse wentout of his box forthe 
first time yesterday, when he followed Mr. 
Huggins on the grass for a while, but he soon 
wanted to go back again, and he had his way. 
He wae taken out aga'p this morning, and one 
could scarcely recognize the fast flyer ot a 
month ago in the slow-footed animal that 
moved like the invalid he is, with his head 
bent, groping along the ground. His eyes, 
though, were bright enough, and when he got 
back he found recreation in trying to gnaw 
away the door-sill of his stable. He will be 
taken to Chesterbrook as soon as possible, but 
Mr. Huggins does not want tolet him out of 
his sight. He will, therefore, keep him at 
Sheepshead until the meeting there is over. 

The sickness of such a valuable horse as 
The Bard is a pretty costly matter. When he 
was first taken down two of the best veteri- 
nary surgeons in the country visited him twice 
a day, anda third was called in for consulta- 
tion. Lately two have been coming every 
day, one of them traveling down from this 
city. A man has been kept constantly in his 
loose box attending to his wants night and 
day. Then the medieines have cost some- 
thing, for a dose for a horse is about six times 
that prepared foraman. The popular owner 
of the great horse is meanwhile touring with

Great Damage by the Cyclone at Toledo, O. 
7 —Fatally Injured. 


TOLEDO, September 7.—The tornado which 
visited this section originated in Southern 
Michigan. It firet struck.Sylvania, a village 
ten miles north of Toledo, blowing 
down two gas wells, and the boiler of one from 
its brick foundation. Three horses in a 
pasture were killed by falling trees. 
All tall trees were leveled, the lower 
ones spared. One farmer had fifty acres of 
fine timber all blown down. A brick school- 
house at Michie was destroyed. The damage 
near Toledo has already been given. The track 
of the tornado was south by east from here. 
Along the line of the Toledo & Ohio Central 
Railroad the track of the storm can be 
followed .as far as the eye can reach, 
It is from one to two hundred yards wide. No 
fences nor tall trees are standing in this 
track. Corn is scattered, houses and barns 
unroofed for miles. At Waterville and 
other villages to the southward there is much 
injury done. The total damage will foot u 
many thousand dollars. o loss of life 
is reported, but many narrow escapes are 
narrrated. The rumor thatthe new Insane 
Asylum here was destroyed is false. The slate 
roofs of a number of buildings were 
badly damaged, and the towering chimneys 
of the main building were blown down, crush- 
ing theroof in, he total loss to the asylum 
is about $8,000. A Wabush train met the 
center of the tornado and the smokestack 
of the locomotive was carried off.

Who Appeared at the Police Court Session 
This Morning. ; 


James McManamin, O. H. Smith, and Jobn 
Oummings, three hostlers at Louis C. Bohie’s 
stable, were before Acting-Judge Spalding of 
the First District Police Court this morning, 
on charges of disturbing the peace. McMana- 
min was also charged with carrying concealed 
weapons. Mr. Bohle himself and his fore- 
man, Warren N. Williams, were the prosecut- 
ing witnesses, the cases having grown out of 
some trouble the liveryman had with his 
hostlers about wages. He stated that they 
called on him about 5 o’clock yester- 
day morning, before he had his breakfast, 
and demanded some wages due them. He

THE NEW WORKS. 


AFTER TEN YEARS THE NECESSARY LEGIS- 
TION IS SECURED AT THE CITY HALL. 


Plans for Improving the Supply of Water 
for This City as Suggested by the Board 
of Public Improvements—One of the 
Largest Municipal Undertakings Pro- 
posed in Many Years—Surveys to Be 
Made at Once—The Pian of the Work. 


When the Board of Public Improvements 
met at the City Hall to-daythere was a general 
interchange of congratulations on the solution 
of the water supply problem. This morning 
the bill authorizing the purchase of ground at 
the Chain of Rocks for the new low service 
station was laid upon the Mayor’s desk for his 
approval of the action of the Municipal 
Assembly in passing it last night. When asked 
what action he would take he said he was 
familiar with the bill and would sign it with- 
out delay—glad that such an important im- 
provement had been set on foot. In Commis- 
sioner Holman’s office trestle boards were 
cleared and preparations made for drawing 
the detailed plans for the extension of the 
works. Few citizens are familiar with the 
point at which the new works will be located. 
The Chain of Rocks, so named from natural 
and artificial dykes which deflect the course 
of the river, is located seven and one- halt 
miles north of Bissell’s Point, and just this 
side of the city limit line. Between Bisseli’s 
Point and the Chain of Rocks the river sweeps 
into the city, forming whatis known as Saw- 
yer’s Bend. The present pumping station 
and the proposed site are on a line crossing 
the w.dest part.of this bay.. The natural loca- 
tion of the Chain of Rocks recommends 
it as a site for a supply tation. 
At present only the greatest care in the man- 
agement ofthe pumps at the point protects 
the city from the contamination of the drain- 


age of a territory of 25,000 acres north of the 
present station. This andthe growth ofthe 
city long since suggested the need of extend- 
ing the service beyond the line of the thickly 
settled portions in the north. Numerous 
lans have been suggested but each had some 
atal defect. It was foreseen in 1878 
that the daily consumption of water 
in this — would soon exceed the capacity ot 
the pumping works, and in that year tue Board 
o Publ oc Improvements, and particularly the 
member representinz the Water Department, 
urged that the necessary steps be taken for 
the extension of the service and the removal 
of the supply station to a high point nearer 
the mouth of the Missouri River. Year after 
year the attention of the Mayorand Municipal 
Assembly hus been onlled to the annually in- 
creasing necessity of extending the system. 
Message after message tothe Assembly urged 
that the people’s representatives take up the 
problem, but without any success until now, 
when the first bill, one autborizizing the pur- 
chase ofa site, made the sole subject for the 
consideration of a special session of the 


Municipal Assembly, which, by its action 
last night, puts the project on ite 
feet. As soon as the bill is signed, which will 


be within the present week, tue proper officers 
acting under tne advice of the Board vi Public 
Improvements will purchase the ground re- 
quired. The Assembly has appropriated §100,- 
000 for the purpose, but not more than one- 
halftheamonnt will be expended at that 
point, as it will be necessary to secure the 
right of way for the conduit to Bissell’s 
Point. 

This conduit will run from the pumping sta- 
tion along the east side of the Cotumbia Bot- 
tom road to neara point where the Belie- 
fontaine road intercepts that highway at the 
city limit line north of Calvary Cemetery. It 
will then be brought along east of and parallel 
to the Bellefontaine road toa 1 opposite 


the junction of Hall’s Ferry roa From this 
point it will be carried down at 
4 line slightly  tonverging towards 
the Wabash tracks to Bissell’s Point. 


The plan contemplates the erection at the 
Chain of Rocks of a tower inthe river to re- 
ceive the water. A conduit from this to the 
pump-pits, the foundation for the pumping 
machinery, an engine and a boiler-house, a 
house for coal storage and two low-service 
pumping engines, besides the construction of 
Letellag basins and filter-beds. The es- 
timated cost of the river tower in place 
is $25,000. Its eonduit to the | ae Awe he 
will cost $50,000. The proposed cost of the 
coal, engine and boiler houses is $70,000, The 
construction and erection of the pumping 
engines with boilers and all appurtenances 
complete, each engine to have a capacity of 
25,000,000 gallons per day, is calculated at $85,- 
000 each. This and the construcyon of the 
foundations constitute the first division of the 
proposed work. 

Division No. 2 embraces the construction of 
the settling basins, with a capacity of , 000, 
000 gallons each. Caloulations have been made 
for three basins which would cost $535,170 com- 
pleted as originally designed. 

Division No. 8 embraces the construction of 
the conduit for conveying the water from the 
settling basins at the Chain to the filter beds 
at Bissell’s Point and the building of a switch 
connecting the Wabash road with the pump- 
ing station atthe rocksto supply coal. This 
Givision contemplated an expenditure of $754, - 


The fourth division of the work will be at 
the present site, where the present basins will 
be altered to four filter beds, and where a 
fifth new one will be constructed. This will 
entail an expense of $900,000, Land damages 
were calculated at §65,000. The original

The Trial of the Douglass County Bald 


Knobbers. 
By Telerranh to the Posr-DisrA rex. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., September 7.—The 
Grand-jury returned a number of indictments 
upon the opening of the United States District 
Court this morning. The cases against Jack- 
son Silvey, Jr., and Berry Hancock,the Doug- 
lass County Bald Knobbers, was resumed on 
yesterday afternoon. The Government rested 
after the examination of several witnesses, 
making a strong case against Silvey, his iden- 
tification being well established as one of the 
party who on the 13th of last November broke 
into the house of Caleb Atwood and Hugh Rat- 
leff and took them out of bed and whipped 
them with many stripes and ordered Atwood to 
leave the country within thirty days. Ratliff 
swore that Silvey struck him five stripes with 
a black hickory switch, that he recognized 
him by his form and general make-up,from his 
speech, and from his clothing. Hancock’s 
identity was not so weill established. In fact, 
beyond his oon statemente made to one of 
the witnesses, andthe testimony of another 
that he came home at a very late hour on the 
night of the whipping, there was but little testi- 
mony before the court connecting Hancock 
with the charges, but to the surprise of 
all, Col. Bride annouuced thut the 
defense had no testimony to offer. Col. Rush 


opened the argument for the Government in 
au earnest specch of a quarter of an hour.

The Colonel has not been feeling well fo 
several days.

public good and safety of the people. He 
criticized the testimony of Ratliff wit reat 
severity; claimed that his clients were inno- 
cent of the crime charged against them and 
desired acqtfittal at the hands ot the jury. He 
referred with much feeling to the acquittal 
of Applegate, a Bald nobber client of 
his, whose trial was concluded yesterday in 
the State Circuit Court of Christian County, 
He alluded to the high character of the men 
connected with the Bald Knob organization, 
and claimed that the object and — 2 of 
the organization was to aid in enforcing the 
execution of the laws of the country, rather 
than to interfere with their enforcement, and 
finully concluded a lengthy speech by 
asserting the complete innocence of his cli- 
entsand demanding their acquittal, for the 
— of any convicting evidence against 
them. 

District-Attorney M. E. Benton closed the 
argument. He referred to the @xtent and 
magnitude of the spirit of lawlessness in those 
counties in Southwest Missouri where the 
Bald Knobbers over-awe the people. The 
members of this organization consulted to- 
gether; they determined who should gettie in 


their midst; what class ot citizens 
should be notified to leave the coun- 
try. They over-awed the courte of 


justice, they prevented the enforcement of 
wholesome laws and the settiement of the 
public lands. In short, — had become a 
terror to all good, law-abiding citizens, and 
giventothe Southwest a reputation abroad 
that her law-abiding population desire to re- 
pudiate. This could only be done by a strict 
enforcement of the law. He cited the testi- 
mony against the defendants, claimed that 
it was conciusive of their guilt, 
that it proved the performance of 
a heinous crime,the banding together of these 
men to outrage and abuse the quiet, unoffend- 
ing citizens, and ordering them to flee the 
country. Such crimes should not go unpun- 
ished. He analyzed the testimony, showed 
the connecting links between the statements 
of various witnesses establishing the charges 
againet the defendants, showing, as Mr. 
Benton thought, conclusively not only the 
commission of the crime, but also establish- 
ing the intent, motive and guilt of 
the defendants. The indictment is based 
upon the old Ku-klux act of Congress, passed 
shortly after the late war, and is very severe 
in its penalty. Col. Benton concluded his 
speech at 12 o’clock, when the court an- 
nounced a recess till 2, when the case will be 
given tothe jury with the instructions of the 
court. It looks very mucb like conviction, 
but much, of course, will depend upon the 
instructions of the Judge.

IIIE REASON WHY. 


HOW ST. LOUIS HAS APPEARED AS THE 
HOTTEST CITY. 


Conclusive Evidence of the Incorrectness of 
Former Readings—Morning and Night 
Temperature Several Degrees Too High 
—Official Figures That Lied—The New 
Signal Exposure Tells a Better Story. 


The local Signal Office began to take dally 
readingsin the new sheltershed the first of 
the month and the results attained are an am- 
ple juagification of the criticisms passed upon 
the readings taken with the old exposure. The 
old readings had two suspicious things 
about them: They were too high in 
the morning and at night and too 
low duging the hottest part of the day. There- 
fore it was argued that the big dome against 
which the shelter-shed was built mate- 
rially affected the temperature and that the 
proper readings could only be secured by ar- 
ranging the shed so that there would be a free 
circulation of air. The improper exposure of 
the instruments was surmised in the 
summer, but in the winter it was 
seemed to be demonstrated by the proximity 
of the steampipes tothe exposure. The first 
complaint against the instrument shelter was 
made several winters ago, but Sergt. G. A. 
Weber, then in charge, at first declared that 
the steam had no material effect upon the 
readings. Inthis position he was not sup- 
ported by some of his assistants, but his view 


of the case militated against any im- 
mediate improvement. le finally 
saw his mistake and about the same time 
Lieut. Walsh, the Inspecting Officer, recom- 
mended a change of exposure. That was 


about two years ago and now for the first. 


time St. Louis enjoys public records of her 
temperature which do not place the city be- 
fore the country in a wrong light. 
THE NEW SHELTER 

shed is built on the Custom-house roof, at 
the suuthwest, or Ninth and Olive street cor- 
ner, and though the possibility of its erection 
at one time shocked the esthetic 
taste of Collector Whitney,“ then custo- 
dian of the Government building, it is 
1 neat, gracefully bulit structure 
and from the distant street appears to be too 
small a figure to affect the architectural sym- 
metry of the structure. The shed is a box 
about three feet square,all of whose sides, ex- 
cept the bottom, are bullt of lattice-work, 
which permits the freest passage of air. The 
bottom of the box isa half-inch board, and is 
made thus solid to prevent any rapid 
radiation rising to affect the thermometer, 
Of this, however, there is little danger as the 
thermometers are eleven feet above the roof, 
the bottom of the box being a foot. The lattice 
work coop is supported by four uprights, which 


are firmly secured to the roof, 
beyond the power ot any wind 
to lift them. There are several 


chimneys, but they are dead and will never be 
used. Ihe steam pipes are s0 far away that 
there will be no danger of the winter readings 
being affected by them. So faras tested at 
resent the shelter seems to be as nearly per- 
ect as the surroundings will permit. 
COMPARATIVE READINGS. 

The readings for the five days of the month 
so far present a very interesting table. They 
show that the minimum inthe new exposure 
is lower than the old, that the6a. m. and 9 
p. m. readings are lower, but that the 2 p. m. 
reading is higher. This difference makes the 
official readings, which are now those taken 
in the new shed, nearer thd oo readings. 
Placed parallel the difference Mh the readings 
becomes very clear. .

Observer Vernon P. Chappel, who has taken 
a great deal of interest in these new readings, 
said this morning: ‘‘These readings 
thatthe exposure is very accurate an 
there will be no occasion for the old kicking, 
Heretofore the morning and night bulletins 
announced to the country that St. Louis was 
several degrees hotter than it really was.

According to 
the figures of the table the wmorn- 
ing reading during the hot spell should have 
been nearly 4 deg. lower than the reading 
ublished; for instance, instead of 82 
ighest in the country. St. Louis should in 
fact have reported but 78 or 79, which would 
have made a vastly different showing.’’

Two Hundred and Fifty Words a Minute 
an Improbabie Speed — W. N. arron 
Tests the Claim and Finds It Im possi. 
ble—A. A. Oldfield and Frank 8. Neving 
Express Their Disbelicf—Speed lequired 
of Professional Reporters — The Boy 
Preacher as a Puzzier — Local Fase 
Talkers—Some Remarkable Figures.

Dement, a 
Chicago stenographer, had succeeded in writ.

Such speed is extraordinary and few admit 
the possibility ofany one attaining it. The 
late James Holland is now said to have been 
the only man in St. Louis capable of taking g 
verbatim report of Moody, the revivalist, ane 
that speaker was frequently timed during hj 
rapid periods with a result varying from 175 t¢ 
250 words per minute. He could not majp. 
tainthe maximum speed, however, but tel 
back in a few minutes to a speed wit). 
in reach of the capabilities of an 
average expert stenographer. Mrs. Udell of 
Detroit, who, three years ago, reported all of 
Harrison, the boy preacher’s sermons at the 
Centenary Church fora morning paper, wa 
frequently required to go as high as 250 words, 
and when this speed was mantained by the 
speaker over a minute she was invariably 
forced to abbreviate. Court stenographers, 
who were there to relieve her; laid down they 
pencils whenever the speed got above 175, be.

examined a witness, they would have followee 
him readily as high as he wanted to go. C. F.

A SEVERE TEST. 

As to the claim of Dement, W. N. Barron, a 
local stenographer said, I doubt the ability 
of any stenographer to maintain a speed of 250 
words per minute. I know thatI can articu. 
late as rapidly as any one, but in reading! 


find it impossible to get a speed much over 
800 words per minnte. 1 think 315 
is about the limit. And it is certain that a 
man can talk fasterthan any one can write. 
Now when lI read of what Dement bad been 
toing I did ndt believe the speed claimed for 
him was possible anc I set about testing it. 
I have a combination of seven pencil move- 
ments which stands for where-do-you-reside. 
It is the shortest sign I know. I wrote that 


just as rapidly as I could tor 
lifteen seconds, and on a number of 
trials varied in speed from fifteen 


to seventeen times in the quarter of a minute. 
Take the average sixteen, multiply it by four 
and you have a total of ty-four words in a 
fourth of a minute, or words a minute. I 
knew what I was writing and | wrote the same 
sign continuously, and yet only attained the 
speed Dement is credited with on matter he 
did not know, that was read to him as he 
wrote. In the test he issaidto have had, he 
had to hear the word, tind the sign and 
record it, while the operation I had 
to perform in my test was the continuous 
record of one sign. My sign wasthe shortes® 
] know; in his test he had hundreds of differ- 
entsigns. S0 I have no hesitation in branding 
the story as a barefaced lie. A stenographer 
might take matter given him at that rate if im- 
mediately succeeding this tremendous speed 
the speaker subsided to a moderate tone. 
Or, e might take it in a cross 
examination where the attorney is repeating 
with slight variations a single question, en- 
deavoring to get a witness on record as say- 
ing some one thing he desires to bring out. 
Then by underlining the repitition a simple 
stroke of the pencil suffices for a dozen or 
more words and so the speakers do not get 
away from the peucil.’’ 

„What is a fair high speed?“ 

„An expert stenographer can occasionally 


go over 200 words and read bia 
notes afterward, but 175 words 18 
as high as it is safe to write if ac- 


curacy is essential, unless there is opportu- 
nity forthe use of such tricks as the under- 
lining of repetitions. All stenographers have 
a number of these devices which aid them in 
their regular work. 

„Are there any speakers in St. Louls who 
require 20 words per minute of stenogra- 
phers?’’ 

There are none who speak at such speed 
for any length of time. W. C. Jones in an ex- 
amination is about the most rapid man in the 
city. He can construct grammatically pure 
sentences containing five or six branches with 
marvelous rapidity and articulates at a speed 
that will rise occasionally to 250 words, 


His ordinary speed is over 150, 
an I once took him when he 
talked 200 words for a good stretch. Henry D. 


Laughlin always begins in examinations, cross 
or alrect, and in argument ata speed of from 
60 to 70 words, but increases in speed rapidly. 
When examining an adverse witness he will 
frequentiy go up to 200 words. Db. P. 
Dyer, when he has acase he likes, will ex- 
amine as rapidly. W. B. Thompson is one of 
the easiest men stenographers have to take. 
His tread is measured, aud deliberate. The

THE OPENING. 


INAUGURATION OF THE FOURTH EXPOSI- 


TION SEASON TO-NIGHT. 


Manager Johnston Says Everything Will Be 
Ready—Arrangements for the First and 
Subsequent Nights—The Elgin Band— 
“Private View” of the Christ Before 
Pilate’’—The Original Idea Perverted By 
the Management—Over Two Thousand 
Persons Admitted to Entertainment Hall. 


Those who passed the Exposition building 
lastevening and the evening before saw a 
brilliant blaze of lights inside. They were 
turned on for a double purpose: to test the 
electric plant and the adequacy of the lighting 
appliances and to enable exhibitors to com- 
plete the work of preparing their displays. 

Mauager Johnston has not only labored as- 
siduously himself and has become ubiquitous 
in his endeavor to have everyting in readiness 
for the opening to-night, but he has spurred 
every exhibitor to the top notch of effort. 

believe, said he, that nearly every- 
thing will be prepared in time for the public. 
Of course there may be here and there a 
detail left out, but the general effect will be 
perfect and the first visitors will lose very 
little. The experience this year demon- 
strates what has been proved from the begin- 
ning, the value of an early start. Some of the 
exhibitors have been working for months, and 
they will receive their reward in the com- 
mendation of the public. Few can realize the 
amount of labor and money expended on the 
exhibit. Some of them cost thousands of dol- 
lars and are perfect gems.’’ 

The trial lighting up of the halls was an 
entire success. Theincrease inthe electric 
plant and number of burners givesa much 
finer effect. In addition to the electric lights 
in the vestibule there will be drop lights with 
Improved gas burners which give a flood of 
soft light. 

The exhibits were described in yesterday’s 
POST- DISPATCH so that it remains only for the 


1 to see what has been prepared for it. 
he public cannot fall to endorse what has 
been done by officials and exhibitors. 

The doors willopen promptly at 8 o’clock 
this evening for the first time. The Elgin 
Band will bein Music Hall, and after giving 
the throng an opportunity to take seats in the 
auditorium, Director Hecker will swing his 
baton and the first concert will be given. One 


»visit will scarcely suffice to discover 


the interesting points and to give an idea of 
the general arrangement of the exhibits. It 
would require several days to get all thein- 
struction and entertainment to be derived 
from the thousands of beautiful and useful 
objects in the building. 

Entrances with ticket offices will be open on 
the Olive, Thirteenth and Fourteenth sides of 
the structure. The rule about closing should 
be borne in mind. The first lowering of the 
lights is the signal for clearing the hall, and 
the lights will gradually go down until the 
halls are in almost totul darkness. 


A Private View. 


It was not a very private view given by the 
managers of the ‘‘Christ Before Pilate’’ 
picture last night at the Entertainment Hall, 
Exposition. Mr. John Wannamaker’s repre- 


sentative wrote the managers of the Exposi- 
tion that he had instructed his agents to give a 
ress view the night before the public open- 
ng, the object being to allow newspaper men 
the earliest opportunity of seeing the picture 
with thefull benefitof the lights. Five hun- 
dred invitation cards were engraved, and of 
this number not morethan fifty were sent to 
the local newspaper men. N every cler- 
gymanin the city received an invitation, as 
did all the directors of the Exposition, 
and the latter were furnished, when 
they 80 requested, with as many 
cards as they could use. Citizens whose 
names are frequently before the public were 
also invited, with the result very different 
from the — idea. Ihe doors were opened 
at 7:30 O clock, and the first guests arrived a 
few minutes later. The hall was occupied by 
very few persons up tos o'clock, and then the 
crowd began to come. It was a crowd, for 
notwithstanding there were only 500 cards is- 
sued, these were sent to gentlemen, and the 
privilege was given each invited per- 
son to pass as many ladies as he 
might desire. Fathers were accompanied 
by wives, daughters, mothers-in-law, 
mothers, sisters-in-law, aunts and neigh- 
bors’ families. An average of three 
ladies to one gentleman would be small, and 
as the seuting capucity of the hall is only 1,400 
it was well that a short view sufficed for many 
who were present. The gallery was not open, 
and for some reason only the front seats of 
the circle were occupied. The lower part of 
the parquette was filled from 8 o’clock 
to 10, and a quiet study of the 
painting was impossible. The picture 
is set back ten feet from the footlights, and 
the distance from the first row of seats to the 
nearest point of the canvas is about fifteen 
feet. Thatis the maximum distance there 
should be between the picture and ordinary 
eyes. Even then opera-glasses will bring out 
new beauties. As these facts began to be ap- 
preciated there was acrush for the first rows 
of seats altogether out of keeping with any 
rational idea of a“ press view. Had a tab 
been kept of the persons admitted to 
the hall during the evening, the number 
would not have fallen under two thousand, 
and of newspaper menthere were not twenty. 
The picture was excellently lighted, and the 
effect was enhanced when most of the ‘lights 
inthe hall were extinguished, leaving only 
the foyer lamps burning. The picture needs 
all the light it can get on account of its low 
color. It had none of the mysterious, awing 
efiect, of which eastern critics have written, 
on those present last night. The realism of 
every feature, particularly inthe artist’s con- 
ception of the Christ, checked the enthusiasts 
who naturally love the ideal, and the 
materialists who appreciated realism are not 
subject to awe. The picture grows on 
Spectators because of its realistic presen- 
tation of the trial, and because in the 
multitude of detuil the eye can not 
grasp every incidentto the composition ata 
giance. Faces in the background seem to be 
udded to the mob as one is looking and allow- 
ing the eye to wanderthrough the crowd. ex 
ressions on faces seem to change. The Christ 
Snot so very human thatastranger to his 
story might not know him to be something 
reater than even the heroic victim of a polit- 
cal conspiracy. His is the one intellectuul 
face on the canvas, a dreamer’s face, but also 
the face of a man sure of his fate and fearless.
